nomic, and social development. And 
for the school, what are its rights? Such 
the other educational agencies may 
delegate it, and such may accrue 
concomitantly virtue its obli- 
gations and functions. Since the family 
alone, imperfect society, cannot 
adequately fit its offspring happy in- 
dividuals and worth-while members 
society, the school has been instituted 
“to supplement and 
work the family.” business, there- 
fore, the name the family, “the 
development and guidance the child 
(in its self-activity) physically, intellec- 
ually, socially, emotionally, 
For success its business, the 
school must have the blessing and 
wholehearted co-operation the Church 
and the state, certainly their 
opposition. 


Theory Public Education 


The above theory the school’s na- 
ture being that subsidiary agency 
the family, under the protectorate 
the Church and state, may come 
surprise those who fail see the 
connection between the purpose edu- 
cation and the nature the educand 
and his ultimate end. Our American 
theory public education rests upon 
the theory that the state the people. 
The people want democracy, which 
turn needs equal opportunity educa- 
tion for all, because all, their right 
vote, share the operation said 
democracy. Hence the state, insure 
its own effective operation has not only 
the right, but the duty establishing 
schools free public state schools 
the end that all, irrespective race, 
color, and creed, lack finances, 
may have equal opportunity for edu- 
cation. Jesse Sears tells us: “Our 
theory public education concerned

did the state ever get into the educa- 
tional business? 

Certainly known that America’s 
first colonists Massachusetts Bay, 
1629, Plymouth, etc., were seekers 
religious freedom, and recognized the 
prior right the supernatural agency, 
the church, over the natural agency, 
the state, even matters educational. 
Thus they provided state support for 
their ministers early 1638, and 
1642 required their town councilmen 
see that “the parents and masters 
were carrying out their duty educat- 
ing children read and write, thus giv- 
ing legal recognition the unity 
learning and religion 

Paul Leonard observes further that 
the Massachusetts’ laws 1647 “re- 
quired every town fifty householders 
establish school teach reading 
and writing, and every town hun- 
dred householders set grammar 
school fit youth for the university 
These last two laws are significant for 
two reasons: (1) they were the first 
laws America relating education; 
and (2) they gave legal sanction the 
direct union religion and education 
for the advancement the 

During this period union between 
religion and education, town meetings 
the inhabitants had control the 
schools, with the local minister usually 
certifying the moral and educational 
fitness the teachers. Gradually, the 
hard task earning living and guid- 
ing new communities preoccupied the 
people general, selectmen, commit- 
tees were chosen take over control 
the school affairs, such appoint- 
ing teachers, inspecting schools, laying 
off new districts, etc. 1789 new 
Massachusetts law gave legal recogni- 
tion the selectmen’s functions and 
laid upon them the responsibility for the 
certification teachers and inspection 
schools. also “legalized the divi- 
sion the town into school districts 
each with its own with the lo- 
cal minister, ministers, still assisting 
the selectmen, committees. 
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The Law 1800 


Edward Reisner informs that: 

law passed 1800 gave inhabitants 
the school districts the right hold 
school meetings, determine upon sites 
for school buildings, and tax themselves 
for the erection school premises and the 
maintainence schools. 1817 the dis- 
tricts were made legal corporations with 
full responsibility and power before the 
law. 1827 the final step the develop- 
ment the school district was taken, when 
all towns which were divided into school 
districts were obliged choose prudential 
committee one for each district who 
should have responsibility for the school 
property and the power select and ap- 
point the teacher for the 


see the evolution schools 
America from the town community 
controlled, the district controlled, but 
this civil control education almost 
the time Horace Mann, Reisner 
reminds us, “meant control 
(Congregational) church, with large in- 
fluence residing the local pastors 
and the private initiative that operated 
the provision the school was ex- 
hibited religious organizations. Dur- 
ing this early period the religious ques- 
tion education was sense acute. 
about 1830, may said, that 
the provisions schools had not yet 
been accepted the United States 
public Schools were public 
only the sense that local communities 
provided for the rudimentary educa- 
tional needs their children estab- 
lishing, financing, and controlling them 
with the guidance the church agency. 
Secondary schools were usually private 
philanthropic undertakings. 

But with the flow new blood and 
new ideas into free-for-all America, 
with the rise sectionalism, industrial- 
ization, and the revolutionary fever for 
freedom, and, small degree also, 
because the aversion the money- 
poor pioneers increased taxation, and 
because lack clergy maintain 
constant contact with communities, new 
theories for school control began ap- 
pear. The masses had educated, 
democracy was survive. America must 
become classless nation with equal 
right for all, including education and 
franchise. Since the church and com- 
munity are not equal the task, then 
let the state and federal powers step in. 
fact, why bother with the Church 
all. the State must needs help finance 
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the schools, then let the State also con- 
trol them. find the first English 
high school Boston came into being 
1821. 


1830 Philadelphia workingmen’s 
meeting resolved that “there can real 
liberty without wide diffusion real 
intelligence that until means equal 
instruction shall equally secured all, 
liberty but unmeaning word, and 
equality empty shadow.” For the poor 
middle class and the laborers the only 
school that was self-respecting for their 
children was one supported the state 
and open and free everybody 
the die was cast. The pressure was 
the federal and state governments 
lend helping hand education. The 
Federal Government responded 1785 
already reserving the sixteenth sec- 
tion each newly surveyed township 
for the maintenance schools. The 
land grant policy continued grow. 
mentioned above, 
1642 had made the first incipient step 
state control schools holding 
parents and guardians responsible for 
the education their children. Other 
New England states, with the exception 
Rhode Island, gradually followed 
suit, and the time the Union was 
established all New England, except 
Rhode Island, had some rudimentary 
form state control education 
operation. 


Facts Worthy Note 


This idea public school did, 
course, not originate America, but 
Prussia. Nor the public school the 
only American school. Local, district, re- 
ligious, and private schools existed long 
before the public school officially came 
into being 1821. The great traditions 


formed without it. The signers the 


Declaration Independence certainly 
never attended public school such, 
nor did the Americans who fought 
the Revolutionary War. Nor were our 
first Presidents educated so-called 
public schools. Hence Franklin 
rightly remarked one 
occasion:

schools cannot hope make the Amer- 
ican people more sure again “of the 
essential finality their institutions.” 
Nor can administrators hope have 
the necessary supply truth and life 
offer their customers when they come 
purchase the education they really 
want and need badly. Said the great- 
est educator them all, Christ Him- 
self, “Without you can noth- 
the light the world; 
that followeth Me, walketh not 
darkness, but shall have the light 
and “If you continue 
word, you shall disciples indeed, 
and you shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you 

“Free!” Yes! And how that word re- 
verberates the minds our modern 
American youth. Round and round 
goes; but how comes out, without the 
guidance the virtue religion, no- 
body knows: sometimes the form 
delinquency, sometimes the form 
irreligion, sometimes the form 
anarchy. And what about our educated 
adults? What’s wrong with many 
them? Why the need for Mr. Russel 
Cooper’s indictment the 1950 edition 
the Journal the National Educa- 
tion Association, that “it clear that 
many educated people have failed 
achieve the common culture that nec- 
essary for ready communication with 
one another and the effective control 
their destinies.

other false isms alive modern educa- 
tion instead all these, let the Chris- 
tian philosophy Universalism re- 
stored the guiding light for our 
school administrators.

public education? Former President 
Truman, civil rights speech 
June, 1947, noted, that the civil rights 
laws enacted the early years our 
republic were written “to protect the 
citizen against any possible tyrannical 
act the new government this 
country.” “Today,” continued, “the 
nation must beyond this point, since 
there need for new concepts civil 
rights safeguard our heritage, not (so 
much) the protection the people 
against the government, but the protec- 
tion the people the government, 
which must become friendly vigilant 
defender the rights and the equalities 
all Nobly said, Mr. 
Truman! the right and duty the 
state defend the rights and equalities 
all Americans, including those who 
wish have religion, the heart all 
true education, taught their children 
the schools they happen attend, 
whether public private. For the 
state’s inherent right provide for the 
temporal well-being its members, 
there also conjoined the duty pro- 
tecting and furthering the religious in- 
terests its citizens, while promotes, 
within due limits, their secular educa- 
tion. “Within due limits,” means, 
temporal matters, not the spiritual 
matters. the right the state does 
not include complete control and ad- 
ministration education, because the 
family and the Church possess prior in- 
alienable rights therein, which the State 
may not usurp, but should protect its 
legislation. 

Let religion given its rightful place 
again all schools, public and 
least elective course, but with 
credit equal basis with every other 
course taught. Let the eternal values, 
not only dignity and worth the 
individual, but also the dignity and 
worth God’s own truths restored 
the school’s curriculums, and the light 
eternal wisdom will soon dispel the 
clouds confusion and 
that now beset education’s path. 

Then, and only then, will our school 
administration the right road, and 
our administrators will able offer 
their customers the truths and light, 
which, according their nature and ul- 
timate end, they really want and need.

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The Functional Value 
the Report 


The question confronting many Cath- 
olic educators today whether not 
the report card, know it, contin- 
ues functional has become 
obsolete. understand what going 
present about reporting pupil 
progress, would wise present 
brief summary the growth the 
report card. 

the middle the past century the 
children were given varied colored cards 
take home. Each color represented 
different level pupil achievement. 
These were succeeded, the late 
eighteen hundreds the McGuffey 
Reader, strange may seem. the 
end the school term, the number 
the Reader was noted, together with the 
last page read. This represented the 
child’s progress for the year just passed. 

Eventually the schools tried put 
exact and quantitative evaluation 
each child’s progress. This was the be- 
ginning the percentage system and 
the traditional report card. This contin- 
ued into the early twenties. this time, 
some school systems began doubt the 
validity percentile ratings. They be- 
lieved that percentage was not ac- 
curate evaluation since the question re- 
mained whether per cent 
arithmetic was per cent the child’s 
own ability, per cent the prog- 
ress made other children his class, 
per cent the level achieved 
other children his age. Others felt 
percentile marks were intrinsically too 
competitive and tended discourage 
the slow learner. Perhaps such mark- 
ing system competitive, and most 
definitely among certain propor- 
tion our pypils. That’s still reason 
for discontinuing it. Every day, after 
school, boys and girls engage com- 
petitive games and activities with 
direful results. They play, mature, and 
spend their lives highly competitive 
world. would seem that such mark-

They also 
discarded the idea using check lists, 
these tend become too detailed 
and each new detail added increases the 
possibility misunderstanding and con- 
fusion. 

With their theories educating the 
whole child, and emphasizing the total 
development the child, educators de- 
emphasized the subject matter, which 
they considered but part the child’s 
mental development. They wanted 
system reporting that would evaluate 
every phase the child’s growth; his 
intellectual, physical, emotional, and 
social growth. They complained that the 
formal report card didn’t give the par- 
ents clear understanding what the 
child doing school. 
Since this approach the education 
the young differs radically from older. 
methods which emphasize learning sub- 
ject matter and discipline, was nat- 
ural development conceive com- 
pletely new method reporting. 

One method these educators adapted 
was the narrative form reporting 
progress. This may formal letter 
describing the pupil’s progress, per- 
sonal letter doing the same thing 
less stilted manner. These reports, be- 
sides reporting achievement, discuss 
whether the child working the best 
his ability, and mention host 
other items considered noteworthy 
the sponsors this method. general 
such letters are not overly successful. 

The tremendous amount letter 
writing required send individual let- 
ters the parents each child, plus 
the number details mentioned 
each letter, make this task all out 
proportion the results achieved. 
Moreover, the difficulties accurately 
informing parents are quite great. Un- 
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pleasant comparisons must avoided; 
some parents may told more than 
others. Then, too, it’s false assume 
that all teachers can accurately evaluate 
character traits; nor can many teachers 
skillfully penetrate child’s deeper feel- 
ings learn thoroughly his attitude and 
reactions. Marks based such intangi- 
bles are too subjective much 
value. Other defects are 
method leaves permanent record for 
later study, nor can such reports 
sent frequently, essential part any 
truly functional report card. Besides, 
how many teachers will put writing 
serious defects which the boy may 
guilty? Therefore, this system has too 
many faults replace the card now 
use. 

For these reasons many educators are 
turning the personal interview. This 
conference between parent and teacher 
seems the answer their prob- 
lems; least favorable articles have 
been appearing educational journals 
praise this particular method. 


The Conference Method 


The parent-teacher conference usually 
falls into two categories. One type gives 
the rating class rank each child 
various subjects; the other, and the 
more popular, report the growth 
and progress made all the different 
phases progressive education. This 
form measuring reputed have 
overcome the so-called defects the 
traditional report card. There com- 
parison marks among students; con- 
sequently, the attendant evil compe- 
tition also eliminated. This, turn, 
prevents the growth antisocial atti- 
tudes and practices. Positively, the in- 
terview considered strong means 
engendering greater interest among par- 
ents, and bringing about the more 
complete education the boy. 

The conference method does result 
the teacher’s meeting and getting 
know the parents, and thereby gaining 
better insight into the 
ground. This increased knowledge the 
pupil’s needs and limitations leads 
greater understanding the child. 
this method parents profit gaining 
better grasp what the teacher 
trying accomplish, and learns more 
clearly the school’s aims and objectives. 

Such plan, however, isn’t feasible 
the overcrowded classrooms our 
parochial school systems. Large num- 
bers would make such meetings too in- 
frequent, and too brief much 
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value. addition, too few teachers 
have had adequate training guidance 
use these meetings derive 
the maximum benefit from them. This 
method successful, though, when used 
conjunction with the report card, 
dealing with problem children. 


Report Card Necessary 


significant, presenting this 
summary, note that there record 
any reputable educator’s ever advo- 
cating the abolition the report card 
any its equivalents. All realize the 
vital importance device for the pe- 
riodic reporting progress the par- 
ents. The various systems mentioned 
above are all efforts improve this re- 
port, make more intelligible and 
complete, can fulfill its functions 
more satisfactorily. 

The purpose the report card 
communicate important information 
parents, and others who are deeply in- 
terested the child; and who need this 
information, they are help him 
effectively. derive the greatest bene- 
fit from reports it’s important for 
teachers realize their status the 
community, and the fact that their re- 
ports carry great weight. This due 
their personal integrity and their high 
professional standing. Their wise use 
the report card instrument for 
establishing confidence, respect, and 
friendliness. Consequently all such re- 
ports should factual and valid, and 
objective possible. must also 
fair; e.g., pupil has been absent 
due prolonged illness, this should 
taken into account when filling the 
child’s report. 

Studies are most accurately indicated 
percentages, conduct and effort 
grades. Such marks are concise and eas- 
ily understood the parents. 


Serious Duty 


From these remarks can readily 
seen reporting serious, purposeful 
duty imparting vital informa- 
tion the parents. Hence every care 
should taken that all reports are 
truthful reflections the child’s learn- 
ing and behavior class. Poor work 
the teacher can much under- 
mine the reporting program, matter 
how well conceived may be. will 
also weaken the confidence the par- 
ents school and staff. 

The card should marked fairly 
terms ability. poor student 


exerting himself his utmost, this en- 
deavor, the pupil’s part, should 
manifested the space indicating ef- 
fort. this done the low mark for 
studies will offset the mark for 
ability. Indicating whether not 
child working according his ca- 
pacity essential. Carelessness can eas- 
ily result intelligent youngster 
becoming careless, slow pupil be- 
coming discouraged. behooves each 
teacher, therefore, know his class 
thoroughly, and learn each one’s abili- 
ties and limitations. 

Child behavior should also consid- 
ered objectively possible. The 
teacher must careful not let per- 
sonal feelings inter into the marking. 
It’s well remember that children have 
innate sense justice and that they 
realize quite clearly whether their marks 
are accurate. Moreover, most school sys- 
tems transcribe these marks per- 
manent record which consulted 
later years, for reference forms letters 
recommendation. 

Just the laborer better than 
his tools, too the teacher’s report 
better than the card given him for 
reporting the child’s progress. The re- 
port should show clearly the school’s 
aspirations and goals. indication 
the quality the curriculum and 
how well the pupil following that 
curriculum. 

The purpose Catholic education 
educate the whole child.

Some Supplements Needed 
The old-fashioned report card not 
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really obsolete still successfully 
accomplishing its purpose. The card that 
lists the subjects, conduct, and effort 
well suited the needs the majority 
our pupils. For those others writ- 
ten form will ever suffice. such cases 
more personal approach needed. 
interview with the parents discover 
the cause the pupil’s difficulties and 
their possible solution would seem 
the answer. frank discussion with the 
parents will supply important data 
about the economic background the 
family, its environment, and any dis- 
harmony that may exist. This knowl- 
edge will give the teacher more sym- 
pathetic insight into the boy and his 
problems, and enable him handle the 
situation more intelligently. 

the midst much change 
must vigilant not drawn into 
this vortex experimentation.

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Quarterly Reports 

The quarterly card, too, assumes 
more important place.

Since impossible for anyone not 
equipped with almost professional vocal 
technique sustain the entire 
single breath, staggered breathing 
proposed for choruses and choirs.

ing. People, especially children, will 
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breathe all unison the natural 
cadences.

Gregorian Chant was 
exception this usual development. 
The early Chant was simple, direct, 
labic. time went on, and singers im- 
provised, became intricate, elaborate.

reached degree artistry never since 
surpassed for vocal music. And had 
ceased the music the congre- 
gation, and became the music the 
schola, choir. 

have made the mistake giving 
children our schools music that was 
never intended for amateurs music 
that demands mature and skilled vocal 
technique. They have sung badly. 
And since the beauty music depends 
much upon the quality the per- 
formance upon the genius the com- 
poser, Chant has had bad hearing. 
one attracted the poor per- 
formance even the best music.

attitude, the attitude the sciences, 
transferred projected the life 
faith, the results can almost predicted 
advance. 

Connected with this skepticism there 
another factor which must taken into 
consideration. This deals with the idealism 
and the hero worship the youth. 
Catholic schools the models set for 
imitation were Christ, Blessed Mary, and 
the saints. These all had proved per- 
sonal heroism both life and death that 
they were worthy the 
public schools, where such models are not 
proposed because the taboo religion, 
other models suggest themselves stand- 
ards behavior. these new heroes re- 
ligion may not importance; fact 
the very persons whom the children look 
may singularly lacking religion and 
totally inert its practice. The Catholic 
children bringing with them this splendid 
educative factor misapply these new 
models. Since religion not important 
them, why should the Catholic student 
concerned about it. These new models are 
forceful and alluring figures (shades the 
gang age) and word and sometimes 
simply their actions bring others 
follow their footsteps. Here again the 
Catholic finds that his educational heritage 
the parochial school has seemingly led 
him astray; here the forcefulness after 
which has aspired and present 
without the supposed presence practices 
religion. What must done? 


Puzzling Point 


Not seldom has been alleged that 
Catholic children public school fail, 
sometimes miserably, defend their faith 
when attacked the classroom. This 
would understandable Catholics pres- 
ent were unschooled, were ignorant 
how the attack should met.

cands that the Catholic schools have turned 
out; and have lauded the school system 
that produced them. Why all this trepida- 
tion, this unseemly fear concerning the 
child who comes from such schools, when 
confronted with the reality the 
public high school? The reason not easy 
explain, but will perhaps suggest 
answer the question. Put its simplest 
form runs: what degree the Catho- 
lic faith capable being taught? 
put the question more formally: the 
present-day school with its welter sub- 
jects, among which there one called 
religion, can this subject, religion, pre- 
sented and taught’ systematically according 
the suggestions the syllabus and 
methodically according the indicated 
methods? can, then need not 
ashamed those who might falter when 
faced with the public school system our 
fear would groundless and our worries 
molehills. not, then would know why 
would possible for children become 
weaklings and defect from the faith.

not prophets and patriarchs, but simply 
teachers religion. 

And the problem: The first bound- 
ary must set for ourselves this: 
the teacher religion himself cannot 
make the children moral. make anyone 
moral, assent, that is, free co-operation, 
necessity, and our fallen state 
need for such assent the grace God. 
The teacher religion can his instruc- 
tion attempt influence the children 
give their assent; for the grace necessary 
achieve such result there only 
prayer. should accept fact that 
virtue merely knowledge, would 
better than Socrates who naively taught 
that virtue knowledge 
capable being taught. 

this point perceive the fallacy 
the modern public the school 
that favors lay morality divorced from 
dogma. This misguided theory inculcates 
the error that the teacher need only 
make clear the children the claims 
morality, and the children will, matter 
course, live moral manner. For 
example: “The secular method requires 
abandonment —in its public applications 
—of the dogma necessary connec- 
tion orthodoxy and 
And the more terrible conse- 
quence such erroneous view the 
attempt so-called sex enlightenment. 

And are forced conclude: 
religious well extrareligious teaching 
can indeed impart moral insight, but the 
free individual must himself pronounce 
judgment the morality his actions 
because spite his moral con- 
victions. 

Religious instruction understood the 
proper sense, namely, the imparting 
religious knowledge, far the acqui- 
sition students follows 
much the same pattern. But en- 
cumbered with still greater difficulty, 
namely, the fact that many religious 
notions are only analogous, that many 
religious truths are supernatural. But 
must concede that religious notions and 
religious truths can taught the sense 
that they can assimilated the 
memory. The truths natural religion, 
moreover, such the existence God, 
the spirituality and the immortality the 
soul, and retribution after death, can 
convincingly presented the students, but 
not necessarily compellingly. “subject 
matter” the teacher can teach and the 
children can learn everything that the 
catechism and other source books for the

and supernatural truths. bring about 
their acceptance can offer logically con- 
vincing arguments, but not such 
infallibly necessarily induce assent. This 
convincing presentation must and can 
supported such sources Tradition, 
the inner harmony the doctrines them- 
selves, and the testimony saintly men 
and women, and must corroborated 
the conviction the teacher himself 
(nemo dat quod non habet).

Instruction 
present the riches revelation the 
language the Bible the understanding 
the child and must permit faith have 
the final say. The grace faith must 
bestir and quicken the will, and thereupon 
there follows the act faith. But this act 
lies far beyond the power logical com- 
pulsion. Truths faith are 


evident; they are accepted the mind 
the basis act the will. 
matters faith must ascribe primacy 
the will the understanding) and 
grace which moves the will. Questions 
and difficulties which have their source 
the minds the students cannot always 
solved the ultimate detail; there 
may remain something the fog the 
darkness which accompanies its first utter- 
ance. The mystery faith must, spite 
all human explanations, still remain 
mystery. 

Secular instruction has its purpose 
the understanding and assent the pupil 
the truth the teaching that the 
teacher has propounded. this reli- 
gious instruction there corresponds the act 
faith, the assent faith, the truth 
the dogma that has been presented 
the teacher. Can this act, 
assent, elicited simply means the 
instruction? Logically cannot, for the 
content faith does not produce its cor- 
responding effect, the act faith, 
means logical and compelling reasoning. 
For this content surpasses all human 
knowledge and far outstrips all human 
reasoning. Looked psychologically the 
will alone pronounces the act faith; 
the will, aided and abetted, awakens it. 
And what determines the will? What 
that aids and abets it? Faith grace and 
every act faith the result the 
influence God through grace. Grace 
not any way connected with the effica- 
ciousness nature produce effects 
proper itself. This means that must 
teach everything depended upon our 
presentation and the proofs which con- 
tains, but must await everything, the 
assent intend, from grace. Grace can- 
not seized methodical fashion. For 
must pray. 

This section, perhaps you kind 
digression, has seemed necessary, that 
may understand how possible 
afraid the reaction Catholic 
students public school education.

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MENTAL RETARDATION 


Special Education Editorial No. 


The ordinary classroom teacher not 
always aware the general situation 
with reference mental retardation. 
She may frequently appreciate the 
problem finding student “with 
whom she simply gets nowhere.” 

Dr. Howard Rusk article 
the New York Times points out that 
among 31,000,000 children returning 
school last September 700,000 were 
mentally retarded the degree need- 
ing special assistance which many 
them would not get. Not more than 
per cent, 105,000 the 700,000 
retarded children would placed 
special classes; almost 600,000 would 
receive care all only inade- 
quate care. 
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Because mental retardation not al- 
ways very sharply distinguished from 
normal mentality, approach nor- 
mal conditions the line not sharp; 
hence many retarded children are the 
ordinary classrooms. These are not only 
problem themselves but they contrib- 
ute the general classroom problems. 
important, therefore, that they 
identified and receive time special 
care, for many can trained 
independent and become helpful mem- 
bers society. 

Dr. Rusk’s summary estimates the 
number .of mentally retarded children 
the United States and classifies them 
degree retardation. His summary 
the authorities the field 
follows: 

One every thousand retarded 
the point being “dependent” and 
needing full-time care throughout life. 

Four thousand are semide- 
dependent; that is, although they can 
trained “the point self-care and 
social acceptability,” they probably will 
never self-supporting. 

Twenty-five thousand will never 
acquire mental age more than 
years, but they can trained get 
along independently with limited judg- 
ment and ability. 

has been customary regard men- 
tal retardation due heredity, but 
half the cases, has been shown, come 
from causes which heredity not 
factor. 

Unfortunately, attention has been 
concentrated the dependent and 
semidependent group, and the placing 
them institutions where costs have 
been high. The group for which most 
could done has been neglected. This 
editorial written for the purpose 
calling attention this group.

THE TEACHING SCIENCE 


would like call the attention 
religious communities, college teach- 
ers, and principals and teachers high 
schools the very plain statement the 
Committee the Significance 
Mathematics and Science Education 
(Central Association Science and 
Mathematics Teachers), recently pub- 
lished School Science and Mathe- 
matics. The Committee thus interprets 
its findings: 

“The findings these studies indicated 
that (1) teachers are invariably trained 


significantly better one field science 
than the others; (2) although beginning 
teachers usually teach generalized courses 
science, and small schools may teach 
all the science, their training science 
not suited such teaching; (3) that the 
subject-matter competencies new science 
teachers tend factual rather than 
centered around the ability apply and 
make use scientific information; (4) 
there little uniformity state require- 
ments for certifying teachers science, 
since least seven states have not estab- 
lished requirements while others demand 
much forty semester hours teach 
certain areas science; (5) there seems 
little evidence that certifying agen- 
cies have considered the qualifications de- 
sirable for supervisors consultants the 
areas science; and (6) comparison 
state requirements with the recommenda- 
tions various authoritative bodies indi- 
cates that, general, there are great 
discrepancies between what considered 
desirable and the actual training science 
that teachers receive.”

Living the Liturgical Year 


Girls High School 
Spokane, Wash., have been studying prac- 
tical aspects religion the home 
through creating atmosphere inspired 
the liturgical seasons. The advent wreath 
was the first step. Each home room had 
its own. The leaflet prepared the Con- 
ception Abbey Press (Conception, Mo.) 
was distributed the homes until wreaths 
gradually began used Advent 
decoration. Then the leaflets explaining the 
home ceremony for Christmas Eve were 
distributed. During the time immediately 
preceding Christmas display the 
Antiphons was made. this connection 
the use the ADVENT HOUSE was 
advocated. This was simple device 
which window was opened each day, be- 
hind which was symbol representing the 
Antiphon for that day. Later the book- 
let, The Light Coming (Conception, Mo.) 
was introduced into the classroom during 
Advent with recommendation that brief 
meditation made each day. 

invaluable help this project were 
Therese Mueller’s pamphlets: Religion 
the Home, Children’s Year Grace, and 
Christian Art the Home (Liturgical 
Press, Collegeville, Minn.). Because Mrs. 
Mueller consistently uses these ideas her 
own very Christian home, her suggestions 
are practical and adaptable the average 
home. make sure that Christ would 
remembered the kitchen, the students 
began making dish towels which appro- 
priate symbols were embroidered sten- 
ciled with textile colors.

Each time 
the girls went out speak, they carried 
with them such projects baptismal robes 
and candles, suggested decorations for the 
family table for the principal feasts, Christ 
candles which were not only decorated but 
actually made the girls. For the past 
three years Marycliff girls have been dip- 
ping their own candles well molding 
them forms. 

The climax the year’s activities come 
during Lent when the local station 
invited the girls prepare fifteen-minute 
program for interesting women cre- 
ating Lenten atmosphere their homes.

Practical Aids for Ceachers 


Liturgical Symbols 


Since the symbol Christianity’s victory 
especially appropriate the cross, the tree 
which “life Himself died and death 
our life restored,” the girls fashioned 
simple wooden cross slender branch 
tree and intertwined with ivy. The 
cross was set base. Near the cross 
was printed strong letters St. Paul’s 
proclamation, “Behold now the accept- 
able time. Behold now the time 
salvation.” 

The dead branches represent the old 
life the soul, and the ivy represents the 
new life grace which purges out the 
fruitless life the past. The symbol re- 
minds the family that just the world 
nature, new life awakening the 
spring months; the world the 
spirit, new life coming those Chris- 
tians who are earnestly observing Lent. 

loaf whole wheat bread was used 
reminder that the Lenten menu be- 
comes simple but basic. built bread, 
vegetables, and eggs. The audience was re- 
minded that the word lady means 
giver” and giver loaves she shows 
her love. The mother must make sure that 
she giving real, honest life-sustaining 
bread example one the most 
beautiful Christian symbols. variation 
Lenten bread, famous song and 
story, was shown the hot cross bun. 
This still found some bakers’ 
windows during Lent. 

The girls attempted incorporate the 
ideas Lenten practices into wall hang- 
ing for the dining room. Strong symbols 
for prayer, fasting, and almsgiving were 
worked into design and stenciled cloth. 
large cross dominated the design, above 
which the Greek letters and symbols 
the first and last words the Greek 
alphabet Alpha and Omega—told 
God who the beginning and end all 
things. Loaves bread were used 
symbolize almsgiving, incense symbolize 
prayer, and fish symbolize fasting. 

table below the hanging was placed 
dry arrangement. the base were thorns 
from honey-locust tree. These were re- 
minder the crown thorns. The dry 
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seeds and branches reminded one the 
old life the soul which was purged 
out the new which would come with 
Easter. the arrangement was used 
bur-like thistle known teasel, the 
fullers’ herb. the source the cur- 
rent word, tease. early days the weavers 
used pluck and rasp the nap their 
cloth with teasel give the cloth soft 
and fluffy appearance. Teasel helps re- 
mind all who see that mortification and 
vexation mark the Lenten period. 


Laetare Sunday 


Since the program was given few days 
before Laetare Sunday, the students ex- 
plained that the early Christian period 
the Lenten fast did not begin until the third 
week before Easter. Laetare Sunday was 
kind Mardi Gras. Later when the ob- 
servance was extended forty days, this 
Sunday became pause for relaxation. The 
girls made candle for Laetare Rose 
Sunday and decorated its face with rose 
made from melted wax. They explained 
that here was beautiful symbol the 
relation between joy and suffering, for with 
roses come thorns. First the thorns grow, 
then the roses bloom. First thorny period 
Lent, and then Easter the Church 
opens for the door paradise, 
with roses.

During Holy Week the Marycliff girls 
were invited present 
program Good Friday evening 
which they were make suggestions for 
the celebration Easter the home. 

table was prepared which the tra- 
ditional Easter foods were represented. The 
blessings for the meat, eggs, and bread 
were read and explained. The Easter cake 
with its Christ candle, decorated with 
Chi-Rho was there. The various types 
bread which are appropriate for Easter 
were explained. egg tree for the amuse- 
ment the children was there with eggs 
decorated with Easter symbols. 

Behind the table hung lovely wall 
hanging which the girls stenciled such 
symbols seemed them appropriate. 
These included strongly lettered alleluia, 
Easter Candle, lily, and rising sun.

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Library Study and Senior English

The project described here one teach- 
er’s attempt secure integration library 
study with the English curriculum 
college-bound senior class. integration 
meant the incidental, casual, but always 
purposeful instruction library procedure 
given only when needed guide the pupil 
his independent search for intelligent an- 
swers questions. The first attempt in- 
tegration was made several years ago 
result the pleas harassed school 
brarian who, though very competent, was 
unable cope with the helpless hordes 
frustrated young students who groped for 
works fiction the philosophy stacks, 
and lined six deep copy the biology 
assignment from encyclopedia. diag- 
nostic test library procedure supplied 
the clincher. The high school senior Jacked 
knowledge completely one fundamental 
his education, the technique becom- 
ing self-directing pupil the art 
creative learning. 

his attempt translate specific work 
the classroom into vital, 
extensive reading within the range each 
pupil’s interests and abilities, the teacher 
began campaign for integrating 
procedure with English four. abstract 
the project reveals that the chapters 
Tressler’s English Action Book en- 
titled “Using the Library” and “Investi- 
gating, Planning, and Writing” were 
correlated with English literature and inte- 
grated into purposeful study having 
each pupil choose phase the literature 
which would extensive reading. 
Then, employing the library 
taking skills had learned, the pupil 
would write paper for his final period 
mark, substitute for the final exami- 
nation. 

Before describing the actual procedure 
followed, few preliminary cautions are 
necessary. accomplish this project 
full the teacher must have: 


familiarity with the local library 
guarantee that the sources informa- 
tion are available and within the range 
high school student’s understanding. 

realization the need familiarity with 
the library. 

awareness where secure sub- 
sidiary aids library instruction. 

realization that only one research 
paper can attempted the senior year 
order allow stress the more im- 
portant work high school composition 
the writing original themes. 

The teacher must recognize that his pri- 
mary concern this project the fa- 
miliarizing pupils with the library for the 
purpose developing their self-reliance. 
The research paper the ultimate test, 
not the only test, that familiarity. 
the whole project approached leisurely 
and properly integrated with the other 
work English four, the value the 
idea becomes immediately apparent. Only 
when the project overemphasized the 
detriment the other work prescribed 
does the attempt integration lose some- 
thing its essential worth. 


The Method 


During the first two weeks the 
school year, the teacher presents Tressler’s 
seventh unit “Using the Library” after 
pretest the library has been given. The 
general purpose the unit help orient 
the pupil, necessary, the local library, 
teach him the general Dewey classifica- 
tion and the arrangement classes 
books the library shelves. The first 
week-end assignment calls for the drawing 
map the floor plan the local 
library indicating the location the 
catalogue, the pamphlet and clipping file, 
etc., and the arrangement the stacks. 

The card catalogue given special em- 
phasis. Catalogue files may borrowed 
from the library for classroom instruction. 
Failing this, examples the various kinds 
cards can obtained gratis from the 
Wilson Publishing Company. After the 
pupils are acquainted with the way 
which each card presents information, they 
catalogue few their textbooks 
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cards for practice. Only the general 
Dewey classification made for each text. 

After satisfying himself drills and 
point tests that the pupil acquainted 
with the plan the library and under- 
stands the service the card catalogue, 
the teacher proceeds the identification 
the parts book using the literature 
text his example. The pupil then ar- 
ranges his composition notebook according 
the format the printed book. The 
pupil makes title page improvising 
title, suggesting printing house, printing 
date, copyright date, etc.; then writes 
preface few paragraphs, usually his 
biography his thoughts the future 
the senior year opens. table con- 
tents with the title each composition 
assigned serves chapter headings. 
Space provided the back the note- 
book for glossary the terms 
rhetoric, parallelism, triteness, etc. Brief 
objective tests suffice show how well 
the pupil has grasped the notion copy- 
right, index, and the other parts book. 

the teacher moves other units 
senior English, utilizes every means 
emphasize the proper use reference 
tools. For example, vocabulary study 
the teacher obtains for each member 
the class sample pages Webster’s New 
International Dictionary and Funk and 
Wagnall’s New Standard Dictionary with 
drills and exercises provided free each 
company that stress the differences 
definition and general arrangement. Assign- 
ments are given vocabulary based upon 
the two great dictionaries throughout the 
year inculcate familiarity and en- 
courage their use. assigning topics for 
oral themes the teacher sends the pupils 
Current Biography, the Dictionary 
National Biography, and the Dictionary 
American Biography. The co-operation 
the senior history teacher fine aid 
stressing the value the references named. 

conjunction with the study the 
modern writers, the teacher reverts the 
chapter using the library the text- 
book acquaint the pupils with the finest 
magazines. Supplementing the textbook 
the Wilson Publishing Company’s pam- 
phlet, How Use the Periodical Index. 
The teacher obtains sufficient pamphlets 
supply his entire class. The pupil learns 
from these sources how employ the 
Cumulative Reader’s Guide. Using the lit- 
erature the springboard, the teacher 
directs the pupils look for articles 
about Belloc, Cronin, Waugh, and 
record few the entries found 
index cards. The pupil then, armed 
only with his cards, seeks out the articles 
from the magazine reserves, reads the ar- 
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ticles, and records his cards the central 
idea the article read and one significant 
quotation. This most stimulating and 
rewarding exercise, for the teacher takes 
the moment appropriate have the 
pupils examine the finest periodical lit- 
erature for policy, content, special features, 
etc., and for the wonderful contribution 
being made the Catholic World, Sign, 
America, and others. 

Incidental their reports, oral and 
written, books read for class, the pupils 
are expected add their critical opinion 
few comments from the Book Review 
Digest and append their written re- 
port the information supplied the book 
read the Cumulative Book Index. 

Using list valuable reference 
books, the teacher turns the class into 
reference room for week. Bartlett’s Fa- 
miliar Quotations, Who’s Who, The World 
Almanac, Granger’s Poetry Index, and 
McNally’s World Atlas. Mimeo- 
graphed sheets questions the kinds 
information and the scope informa- 
tion each reference are given the pu- 
pils who are made responsible for careful 
answers the information requested. Care 
guaranteeing that the answers are easily 
found facilitates the drill valuable ref- 
erences. 

the middle the term the basic 
steps library technique have been taken. 
has not been necessary mention every 
opportunity for integrating library study 
with English four. All that necessary 
indicate that the opportunity for inte- 
gration ever present the teacher plans 
well and convinced the value 
the project. Before progressing the li- 
brary work the second semester, 
well state how the work thus far has 
been consolidated: 

Point tests essential facts included 
references. 

Brief oral reports finding the an- 
swer the library. 

Informal class discussions which 
“Information Please” the game. The pu- 
pil must state the best reference locate 
answer. 

interview with the pupil such 
essentials card catalogue, Periodical 
dex, etc.

Regent’s examination: Assume that you 
have been asked write essay Rob- 
ert Frost, and that you have access the 
library tools found well-equipped li- 
brary.

Investigating, Planning, and 
Writing 


February each pupil selects writer 
for investigation. The teacher permits any 
choice, provided that the writer’s works 
are sufficient interest and are the subject 
good deal criticism. The initial step 
study suggestions the textbook 
doing the research project. outline 
the general divisions the paper are 
talked through class with the student 
supplying the subordinate ideas when his 
investigation leads him his theme. Nor- 
mally three major divisions are chosen, 
namely: Biography, II. Author’s contri- 
bution literature, III. Critical estimate. 
Much class time spent observing rules 
few days review précis writing 
employed with the insistence that the 
original words the articles read 
avoided when presenting 
ideas. The précis valuable exercise 
help the pupil avoid copying verbatim 
when taking notes. 

Approximately one month allowed 
investigate each division which gives the 
student time move leisurely without 
pressure, and the teacher proceed with 
other phases the class work.

After two successive Monday reports the 
teacher allows the student outline the 
first major division, checking the outline 
the end the month for form and 
content. 

The second month devoted reading 
book essays, short stories. 
poems, etc., the writer selected. This 
work the most enjoyable part for the 
student who, with eye his project 
since September, has already done exten- 
sive reading and made few reports his 
writer. remains only record his 
cards the themes the works and se- 
lect apt quotations one several 
the following: religion, death, pa- 
triotism. other home assignment 
given during the month allow ample 
time find adequate documentation for 
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the theme. The teacher aids suggesting 
ideas sought certain writers, but 
the student his own and encour- 
aged make his own selection. Mon- 
days each one reads the pertinent ideas 
from his investigation the class for dis- 
cussion and criticism. The outline the 
second major division then made and 
handed for correction suggestion. 

For the third stage the class turned 
into miniature library. Source books con- 
taining critical estimates writers are 
borrowed from the school and local library 
and for two weeks, all other class work 
being suspended, the student samples ex- 
pert opinion and notes his cards mate- 
rial appropriate the line his investi- 
gation. The teacher meanwhile concerns 
himself with picking occasional card 
determine its form and content are 
adequate. The cards are then checked and 
found sufficient every respect 
the student makes the outline for the third 
division. The completed outline turned 
for credit and criticism. Examples 
title page and bibliography page are 
given each student who then prepares 
his own.

When the first draft completed, the 
papers are checked and returned the 
teacher with suggestions for their improve- 
ment. The student then prepares the final 
draft entirely his own. 

Though typing the final draft urged, 
not required. has been the teacher’s 
experience however that the student usu- 
ally will hunt and peck his way neat 
job. mimeographed sheet typing hints 
supplied. the teacher feels that the 
work superior nature, will, with 
the approval the prefect studies, 
allow the paper take the place the 
final examination; not, its mark will 
serve the final period note. Normally 
per cent given for the organization 
and content the paper, and per cent 
generously given for proper note taking 
and research technique. The criticism

Perhaps the first and most 
important reason for this creative activity 
that gives the child chance think. 
The teacher quits talking for while and 
the children think for themselves. When 
the child making his story and wants 
tell his own way not screwing 
his mind, saying, “Is this what she 
wants? What does she mean? doing 
suit her?” 

No, writing because has some-

When the children write original stories 
the thought more important than the 
form.

Though the content more important 
than the form, still necessary have 
form. The form will improve with use. The 
child who writing story needs words. 
must form those words they are 
recognizable for will want people 
read his story. 


Motive for Learning 


Suppose needs the word and 
doesn’t know how write looks 
dictionary suited his ability, 
asks the teacher, who writes the board 
slip paper for him and copies 
into his story. 

may not need that particular word 
again for two three years and will 
not remember that long, but his faithful 
friend, the dictionary, will still ever 
ready help him. 

needs simple word like “that” 
may need again and again, day after 
day.

the best type drill. 

The same true letter forms. Helen 
needs capital her story. She finds 
the alphabet the top the black- 
board the teacher makes one for her.

Probably 
she will never forget how make it; but 
she does forget and needs six 
weeks later, she knows where find it. 

Some teachers will say, “But don’t 
have time have the children write 
stories. must teach reading, spelling. writ- 
ing. English, science. and other studies. 


Books for Reference 
The thoughtful teacher puts aside her 
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spelling texts, used only reference 
books. She has formal spelling lessons 
—only story writing every day (and 
has been proved that her pupils can out- 
spell other classes who have had formal 
spelling and story writing per 
cent. Try your pupils. They will 
love it.) 

And the thoughtful teacher puts aside 
her English books used only ref- 
erence books. place the English 
stories. When they are conscious quota- 
tion marks the stories they read they 
will see the need those marks their 
own stories and will ask about them. The 
teacher explains them brings out the 
language book and points out the 
quotation marks. the child cannot 
read the explanation, she reads for him 
and does she have him write the exercise 
prescribed? no, gets plenty exer- 
cise using them his own stories 
from then on. 

the child wants the exercise 
addition all his other work, the teacher 
does not forbid it. 

And peculiar thing that not all 
members the class are ready for quota- 
tion marks the same time. Tom may 
need them September while Jim does 
not need them, nor could comprehend 
them until May perhaps three years 
later. becomes individual teaching. 
you think isn’t possible? Try it! 

While the whole class busy writing 
stories, the teacher has time help indi- 
viduals who need help, not taking the 
time and boring those who already under- 
stand that particular those 
who wouldn’t benefit since 
over their heads. 

there time for story writing your 
classroom? you dispense with formal 
spelling lessons, English lessons, and pen- 
manship lessons, you will have time for 
story writing and story reading. one 
learns read reading stories, why not 
learn write writing stories?
